ence. Had the normal export traffic in 
apples prevailed, the amount of stock 
on hand iii this country would be con­ 
siderably smaller. 
In a recent brief 
survey of apple 
prices in several 
large 
markets the 
following fact 
was 
evidenced; Pres­ 
ent wholesale prices on barreled stock 
are very reasonable. 
In fact, in many 
places wholesale dealers 
arc 
selling 
below cost when storage charges aru 
considered. 
The inquiry into retail prices on ap­ 
ples which was made at the same limo 
covering th** same grades and 
varie­ 
ties, indicates that while they are not 
unduly high except in a very few 
in­ 
stances, still they do not seem to have 
decreased proportionately with whole­ 
sale quotations. 
Since the wholesale

are in daily touch, as a rule, with
